A TRUCE WITH THE BEAR? 
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IF WE MAKE ONE, WE MUST GUARD AGAINST THREE TEMPTATIONS WE'VE KNOWN BEFORE 


President Eisenhower never made a better speech than the 
one that launched his “peace drive” last week. It was just 
such a statement of purpose as the whole free world was 
waiting for, and it succeeded in pleasing almost everybody, 
Republicans and Democrats, British and Italians, Indians 
and Swedes: European neutralists, apprehensive lest those 
crazy Americans try to take some dangerous advantage of 
Malenkov’s pacific gestures, were relieved by the President's 
lack of belligerence. Professional cold warriors, on the other 
hand, were equally delighted that he had seized the initiative 
from Moscow and given the sacred word “peace” an Ameri- 
can definition. The tender-minded could relish his eloquence 
about disarmament and the “fund for world aid and recon- 
struction.” The tough-minded could be glad that if serious 
peace negotiations are in the cards, no bargaining points were 
given away in advance. 

Buta timely speech, while it can precipitate a world mood, 
cannot by itself change the course of history. That harder 
and longer task requires not cnly “stubborn hope” but pro- 
found and stable skepticism. Americans have good reason for 
skepticism about any truce talk with the Soviets. Not only is 
there virtually no scope for serious concessions on our side, 
but we have been there before. We should know that “re- 
laxed tensions” can be at least as dangerous as cold war, 


When he shows as seeking quarter, with paws like hands in 

prayer, 

That is the time of peril, the time of the Truce of the Bear. 
KIPLING 


Going no further back than ’33, we have known two long 
truces with the Bear. Both times, as in Kipling’s poem, he 
tore off part of our face. During the Popular Front era (1933- 
39), when iet foreign policy became internationally re- 
spectable, Soviet agents infiltrated and almost undermined 
our government, our labor unions and our intellectual life. 
During the second truce (1941 through 1946) Stalin was 
metamorphosed into a heroic Russian nationalist; he won 
our half-conscious assent to the Red army's imperial con- 
quests, and it took us years to get wise to the fact that the 
man who had “abolished” the Comintern was still a Commu- 
nist. Despite these lessons, the engineering of the truce ruse 
can be so ponderous and all-embracing that it might well suc- 
ceed again, It could uncover a whole new class and genera- 
tion of American dupes, assisted from Europe, as the New 
Leader warns, by “a pro-Soviet movement different from any 
seen before.” Republican businessmen are just as suscep 
tible to “hands in prayer” as Democratic college professors 
and have additional vulnerabilities all their own. 

‘There are in particular three besetting temptations to 
which U.S. foreign policy might succumb during a long 
truce. They were not ignored in the President’s speech, but 
they will need a lot of remembering. 


The first is our old American habit of confusing disarma- 
ment with peace. They are two entirely different things, 
sometimes compatible, sometimes not. At this moment, de- 
spite all the work by the U.N. and the old Baruch atomic con- 
trol group, it is impossible to envision a stage of negotiations 
with the Soviets in which real disarmament is worth discus- 
sing. The mutual inspection system which President Eisen- 
hower rightly stipulated would mean the dismantling of the 
Tron Curtain and with it the Soviet slave system. Far more 
likely than this is that disarmament will become the new 
Soviet propaganda word, as in Litvinoff’s day. If we come to 


discuss the reunification of Germany, for example, Eisen- 
hower’s rhetoric about the outrageous cost of armaments is 
likely to be thrown back at him, coupled with quotes from 
the Potsdam agreement about Germany’s complete “demi 
tarization.” The Soviet purpose, of course, would be to split 
us from the French and to take Germany’s arms potential 
out of the European Defense Community, thus emasculating 
it against the Red armies’ 160 East European divisions. 
Another temptation of disarmament already faces the Re- 
publican economizers in Congress and the Treasury. Senator 
Taft quite reasonably hopes that “impartial investigation” 
will enable us to save $10 billion in our military budget. It 
is a short step from that to a less reasonable hope for further 
cuts on grounds of “relaxed international tensions.” If the 
US. sets too easy an example on this score, Europe will 
stretch out its rearmament indefinitely—not because the So- 
viets have disarmed but because they have smiled. The up- 
shot would be another classical finis to the Truce of the Bear. 


Our second temptation is disunity, always latent in the 
Western alliance. It was Stalin who created that alliance, and 
it was his last prophecy that the West would fall out. If this 
does not happen of itself, Malenkov has certain apples of dis- 
cord he could toss among us, notably the reopening of East- 
West trade. It has been hard enough for the West to mai 
tain a common economic policy toward the Soviet world. It 
will be much harder if Japan, Germany and Britain find them- 
selves competing more intensely for raw materials and mar- 
kets in the free world and if those supplies and markets fail 
to expand. Those who succumb to East-West trade will in- 
evitably do their business on Soviet terms. That is because 
the Soviet economy is a monopoly, is poor but dishonest, and 
is “underdeveloped” but exactly as self-sufficient as its politi- 
cal tactics demand. 

The only way to forestall this economic threat to Western. 
unity is to expand and liberate the trade of the free world, 
now stupidly strait-jacketed by all kinds of currency disorders 
and controls. The key to this expansion is U.S. import policy, 
which should be completely revamped. If President Eisen- 
hower’s “fund for world aid and reconstruction” is an at- 
tempt to dodge a hard decision about U.S. trade policy, it 
may prove worse than no aid policy at all. 

Our third temptation is to buy our own peace with other 
men’s freedom. As the President put it, “No nation’s security 
and well-being can be lastingly achieved in isolation”; nor 
can the fate of any nation, however remote, be a matter of 
ndifference to the U.S. This was the weakness of “contain- 
ment” and is the reason a policy of “liberation” is the only 
je one for the U.S. in the long run. 

Weare already being told—for example, by Isaac Deutscher 
—that just as Stalin once wanted to build “socialism in one 
country” (then also known as “one sixth of the world”), so 
Malenkov would now gladly confine Communism to his one 
third of the world, if we would let him. And no doubt he 
would, for about the same length of time, and with whatever 
accompanying disturbance his agents can make in Guatemala, 
Persia, the Philippines, and a hundred other vulnerable 
fronts. The fact is that one third of the earth under tyranny 
is already far too much for the safety of freedom in the rest 
of it, even in the favored U.S. The peace we tried to buy in 
1944 and 45 carried Czechoslovakia and Poland to their liv- 
ing graves. The peace we sought in China cost China its free- 
dom. Peace and freedom must haye the same boundaries, or 
peace will not stay bought.

In one of the most popular moves since the 
Churchill government took office, the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, R. A. Butler, 
presented a budget which not only proposed 
no new taxes but actually reduced income, 
purchase and corporation taxes. Butler was 
able to make these cuts, which he said were 
necessary to stimulate British industry, with- 
out reducing defense spending or social serv- 
ices. He hopes to make up for the lost rev- 
enue through economies in government and 
increased income from customs and excise du- 
es. A Labor M.P. was quick to accuse Butler 
of juggling figures and hiding facts, but most 
Britons were delighted with the first major tax 
cut since the end of World War IT.

Miss Gardner's thorough detective work 
cost nothing but the goodwill of the phone 
company, for she made every call to Bedgood 
himself—person-to-person.

Peter Akulonis, a 38-year-old welder in Me- 
thuen, Mass., had been slowly changing from 
a quiet, soft-spoken man into an arrogant, vio- 
lent one with delusions of persecution. Last 
week, the change complete, Akulonis went on 
a rampage and committed matricide, uxoricide, 
fratricide, infanticide and, finally, suicide in a 
single day. He used an ax to murder his moth- 
er, his wife, his son, his brother and his two 


nephews, then used a rifle to kill his other son,

While Argentine President Juan Perén was 
trying to convince a mass meeting in Bue- 
nos Aires that the high prices and serious 
beef shortage were no fault of his govern- 
ment, someone set off two bombs.

Weeks became the target of newspapers, 
congressmen and scientific organizations all over the country. An es- 
timated 400 of the Bureau of Standards threatened to resign. 
Last week Sinclair Weeks backed down, temporarily reinstating Astin 
pending a study of the bureau. He explained lamely that the conflict 
had been due to “administrative procedure,” not scientific integrity.

PYRAMID’S SECRET 


Unique discovery reveals ruler’s tomb in Maya mound 


For 270 years explorers have studied pyramids 
put up by the ancient Maya in southern Mex- 
ico believing that the huge structures were 
simpl ed mounds of solid rubble 
made to support the temples built on top of 
them, In 1948 Dr. Alberto Ruz of Mex 
stitute of Anthropology made an amazing dis- 
covery in the 1,300-year-old Temple of the 
Inscriptions at Palenque: one stone slab in the 
floor was built to be removed like the lid of a 
box. Under the slab was an arched stone stair- 
way leading down into the pyramid’s interior. 

The stairway had been filled with rocks and 
clay and Ruz could not guess where it led. But 


with helpers he started digging to find out. 

It took four years to reach bottom, There 
(drawing, left) Ruz found another movable 
stone. Behind it lay a mysterious, cavernous 
room, Its walls were covered with ghostly carv- 
ings of 5 From its ceiling dripped snowy 
stalactites. The room was dominated by a h 
carved stone slab (below). When Ruz lif 
the slab he found the reason for the pyra- 
mid’s hidden chamber. There, surrounde 
jade ornaments, lay a moldering skeleton. Un- 
doubtedly the bones were those of a Maya 
ruler, for they were buried in one of the most 
splendid tombs in all the Western Hemisphere.

ELECTRODES which supply stimulation to pin- 
point areas of brain are thin wires. Several wires are 
bound together to form a single needle. Each wire 
ends at a different point along needle in small bump. 


a monkey’s brain by Yale Scientists J 
gado and H. Enger Rosvold, are helping to chart 
mysterious areas in the brain’s geography. By 
sending currents through the electrodes the 
scientists stimulate different parts of the brain, 
and are thus able to see which areas control 
which actions and emotions. They can at will 
make the monkey wink (above), yawn, scratch 
itself, gobble bananas or refuse them, become 
ferocious or amiable (next page). 

By using the technique on human mental 
patients, Delgado and Rosvold hope to locate 
the brain areas which govern undesirable reac- 
tions. Then they can burn out these spots, per- 
haps relieve some patients of anxiety or hos- 
tility without the standard lobotomy operation 
that renders useless larger sections of brain. 


X-RAY shows two needles, each composed of six 
electrodes, in brain. Monkey cannot feel needles, 
responds to current stimulations much as it does to 
ordinary cerebral impulses, which are also electrical.

getting ready for the glorious day in June when Elizabeth II will be crowned 


by A. P. HERBERT

the wonderful preparations underway in Britain for the coronation. The 
illustrations were prepared for Lire by Rowland Emett, whose unique draw- 
ings in Punch have done much to reinvigorate that celebrated magazine. 


she will go to Westminster Abbey to be anointed, crowned and 

“lifted up” to the Throne. She will have been “Her Majesty” for 
sixteen months, and the interval, to some, seems long. They forget 
that we allow a time for mourning, and winter in London is not the 
season for public shows. 

Hard practical sense is generally to be found behind any ancient 
British ceremony. In earlier centuries a sovereign did not always 
come undisputed to the Throne, and our backward ancestors had not 
thought of television or even radio. So the people were summoned to 
London to see and believe and approve, not only the political but the 
religious confirmation of the royal title. For after the anointing in the 
Abbey any move by a rival or pretender was impious as well as im- 
polite. If Edward VIII had been anointed and crowned the abdication 
affair would have been even more difficult and dreadful. 

‘There are no rivals or pretenders now, but all the busy fuss and ex- 
citement of today have, apart from the spiritual, the same practical 
end—that every loyal citizen can say, in high or humble fashion, 
“This is my Queen, and let her enemies look out!” 

So all over the island extraordinary things are going on. It is like 
the dressing of Cinderella for the ball, or the fairies in Shakespeare's 
Midsummer-Night’s Dream making ready for the revels of Titania and 
Oberon. If there are any, at home or abroad, who mutter “waste of 
time and money,” any stern democrats who dislike pomp and ermine, 
any like Mr. Emanuel Shinwell, M.P., who say that aristocracy is 
“doomed and almost damned,” they can at least take innocent pleas- 
ure in a fairy story, enjoy the vision of beauty and a whole nation 
singing one song in tune together: 

“For never anything can be amiss 

When simpleness and duty tender it.” 

The poets, the musicians, the artists are busy—Benjamin Britten 
at an opera, Sir William Walton at a march. The poet laureate, John 
Masefield, you may be sure, is brooding anxiously already. In Ger- 
many the tailors are fitting the Guards for scarlet tunics. In London 
the court suits and breeches of 1937 are being expanded. Back in 
November they began to build the stands in St. James Park (a wise 
precaution, to spread the work and cheat the weather). Forty-six mili- 
tary bands are practicing. Children in the schools are balloting for 
places on the Thames’s Victoria Embankment. Two dummy proces- 
sions have traveled along the route, with stop-watch and pedometer. 

“Souvenirs” of every sort, from loving cups to horse brasses, are 
madly multiplying. In Dartford five children are to be born on corona- 
tion day (the town clerk has worked it out) and all will be given 


| Denat II became Queen on Feb. 6, 1952. On June 2, 1953, 


souvenirs by the borough council. They are building for the statue of 
Eros in Piccadilly Circus an elegant gilded cage to protect him from 
the crush, Mr. Parrack, in Essex, is making 10 miles of flags, each 
three yards long. Liverpool is to plant an avenue of trees a mile long. 
York will have open-air performances of Edward German's opera 
Merrie England (so many places propose to do Merrie England that 
the supply of costumes is already exhausted).

Even the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, I dare say, is rehearsing his part. 

“What shall the Queen wear?” is a question on many lips. Always 
the royal Robe of State has been lined with ermine. ‘Too hot—too 
heavy,” said the Queen. “Let it be white satin.” Some 4,500 years ago 
the magic of the mulberry tree, the silkworm and the loom was dis- 
covered in China. Till the present century there has never been a Brit- 
ish silkworm in effective action. But Lady Zoé Hart Dyke has estab- 
lished a successful silk farm south of London at Lullingstone in Kent. 
She began it in 1932 with 5,000 silkworms, and now has four million, 
Ninety thousand English silkworms and 1,000 in Northern Ireland 
have spun and perished to provide the crimson robe in which the 
Queen will approach the Abbey and the purple Robe of State in which 
she will leave it. Purple (expensively extracted from a shellfish) was 
the color of the great in ancient Greece, of the emperors in ancient 
Rome. Purple is the ceremonial color of our Christian monarch now. 

The mysterious and complex arts that lead the silk from worm to 
loom were done at Braintree, north of London, by the veteran J. W. 
Beard, who joined the firm of Warner and Sons Ltd. in 1896 and is 
now using his skill on his fourth coronation robe. At the same place 
two lengths of purple, 20 yards by 21 inches, were woven by Hilda 
Calver and Lily Lee. Very highly skilled, they have worked for weeks 
at their two handlooms, no different from those that have been used 
for hundreds of years. “Half a yard a day,” said the Minister of Works, 
as he tossed across the table a square inch of the precious material. 
{t does not seem a high rate of production until you realize that in 
every square inch there are 16,000 cut ends of silk making the “pile.” 
At night the stuff is guarded by policemen, floodlights and barbed wire. 

A few miles farther on in Sudbury in Suffolk Gwen Curtis is weay- 
ing the ivory satin that, by the Queen’s own command, is to line the 
Robe of State. “One speck of dirt,” I had read, “would ruin her work. 
Therefore, a glass and plaster board hut was built around her loom 
and a tube laid down through which fresh air from the fields of Suffolk

is pumped.” Gwen Curtis, they told me, was only 17, the daughter 
of a local painter. I imagined a small glass pavilion at the center 
of a sacred grove, guarded | by noble but severe royal dogs. And there 
would sit Gwen, I thought, alone and silent at a silver loom, chosen 
by Destiny for this high task, having shown from babyhood an apti- 
tude for woof and warp that was fondly nursed by her artistic father. 

It wasn’t quite like that. There was Gwen in her small glass 
home: but it was in the middle of the factory floor, surrounded by 100 
clacking, deafening looms. (The firm, Stephen Walters, modest but 
masters of craft, have heen doing fine silk weaving for 200 years and 
more.) Gwen’s loom, all the looms, seemed to be supported by per- 
pendicular lengths of knotted string. “Are these modern looms?” I 
inquired. “Oh, no—old looms, and old-fashioned—but for our work 
we find the old models are best.” Gwen Curtis, a comely girl, was in 
some trouble. Her loom was silent. Leaning over the roll of lovely 
stuff completed, she fingered with a frown the delicate ivory threads 
beyond—there are 500 to an inch. “I HEAR YOUR FATHER IS AN 
ARTIST,” I yelled above the din. “WHAT SORT OF PAINTING 
DOES HE DO?” “Houses,” she answered with a shy smile. “WHY 
WERE YOU CHOSEN FOR THIS HIGH TASK?” I shouted. “This is 
the sort of work I do,” she answered modestly, as St. George might 
have said, “My job is dragons.” 

She started her loom again, the shuttle shot across and back, every= 
thing clattered and shook, and the sea of satin imperceptibly advanced. 

It was unromantic but utterly right, “democratic” and delightful— 
the simple country maid of 17, daughter of a house painter, weaving 
the Queen’s robe in a glass case from the silk of British worms, on an 
old-fashioned loom supported with plentiful string, proud, you may 
be sure, but not puffed up. 

Other maidens, at the Royal School of Needlework, Kensington, 
will embroider the robe with gold and border it with ermine. While it 
is at Kensington, they say, Wolf the Waif, an 18-month-old Alsatian 
hound, will be unofficial guard of the Queen’s coronation robe. 


A well-fitted crown 


Tex there is the crown. The Imperial State Crown, in which the 
Queen will leave the Abbey, is giving the crown jewelers (the Gold- 
smiths’ and Silversmiths’ Company) their biggest job of the year. One 
does not simply take the old crown from a peg and pop it on. It has an 
internal fitting like that of a Guards officer's “bearskin,” and this 
must be carefully made to take the weight of the crown (which is 
about 24 pounds) evenly on the head. This means reshaping the lower 
band of the circlet which holds in the front the second Star of Africa, 
cut from the Cullinan diamond, and at the back the very large Stuart 
sapphire. These and other jewels, including the sapphire of Edward 
the Confessor (1042-1066), will have to be remounted, and four 
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“arches,” fashioned in oak leaves and acorns of diamonds and pearls, 
rebuilt to conform to the circlet. There must be lightness, but there 
must be strength, and crafty work is required when you are deal- 
ing with large stones, some of them cut nearly 300 years ago, and one, 
at least, that was worn before William the Conqueror came. In the 
whole affair there are 2,783 diamonds, 277 pearls, 18 sapphires, 11 - 
emeralds and 5 rubies. . 

The formula for the oil used in anointing the Queen dates back 
more than 100 years, when oil for the anointing of Queen Victoria was 
blended by Squires and Sons, former chemists to the royal family. 
Most of it was destroyed when the Deanery of Westminster was 
bombed. An imaginative official said to himself, “I bet some member 
of the Squires family kept a little back, to show the children.” In- 
quiries led to a Mrs. M. B. Mavrogordato, in Surrey, and lo and be- 
hold, the family had still four 
ounces of the original oil. 

The Court of Claims, set 
up by proclamation in June 
1952, is concerned with the 
rights to render special serv- 
ice to the sovereign at the 
coronation, and some of the 
rights can be traced back to 
the Norman Conquest. Some 
services are hereditary, some 
attach to a title and some 
to tenure of land in Grand 
Serjeanty (this form of ten- 
ure was abolished in 1660 
but precious coronation du- 
ties arising out of it were ex. 
pressly preserved). One of 
the tenants in serjeanty who 
has duties in the Abbey is 
the Lord of the Manor of 
Worksop, now the Duke of 9 
Newcastle. He is entitled to Je53 
supply a glove for the sov- 
ereign’s right hand and the 
lege of supporting her 
right hand when the sceptre is held. But the Duke of Newcastle now 
lives in South Africa and will not be there. Much of his property, in- 
cluding Worksop Manor, was merged into a limited company, the Lon- 
don and Fort George Land Company, and, believe it or not, the compa- 
ny asked that the ceremonial privileges be granted to it, in the duke’s 

lace. Whether the proposal was that the Queen's right hand should 
fe supported by all the directors, or selected shareholders, may never 
be known, for the court, after due deliberation, rejected the claim. 

‘The great St. George’s or King’s Golden Spurs, symbols of knightly 
chivalry, were made for the coronation of Charles II (1660). They 
were then carried and put on by the Marshal, the official arbiter of 
chivalry. The privilege was said to be hereditary, and was claimed by 
several families descending in the female line from the feudal family 
of Marshal, earls of Pembroke. The Court of Claims in 1936 refused 
to face the task of “evaluating a number of mutually contradictory 
pedigrees.” The Lords Hastings and Churston represent two of these

families, and each will carry one spur, not “as a matter of right” 
but “by grace of the sovereign,” so that argument, at least, is over. 
The Queen will probably touch the spurs with her hand. 

Four war commanders and a former M.P. have been appointed by 
the Queen to high place and duty in the Abbey procession, Mont- 
gomery of Alamein will carry the royal standard, Alexander of 
Tunis the Orb, Viscount Cunningham of Hyndhope (and the navy) 
will carry St. Edward’s Crown, with which nearly every sovereign 
since Charles II has been crowned. Lord De L'Isle and Dudley, who 
won the Victoria Cross in the last war, will carry the standard of 
Ireland (over a small portion of which the Queen still reigns). 
Viscount Dudhope, a tal figure, who was better known as Mr. Henr 
James Serymgeour-Wedderburn in the House of Commons, will 
bear the standard of Scotland worthily. 

Four Knights of the Garter, including the Duke of Wellington, 
will hold the canopy for the anointing. Four swords will be carried 
in the procession, the Pointed Sword of Temporal Justice (Duke 
of Buccleuch and Queensberry), the Pointed Sword of Spiritual 
Justice (Earl of Home—pronounced “hume”), Curtana, Sword of 
Mercy (The Duke of Northumberland), and the Sword of State 
(the Marquess of Salisbury—"Bobberty” to his many friends). 

None of this was found pleasing by the democratic Mr. Shin- 
well. There will, he thought, be too many “aristocrats’”’—and too 
many soldiers—surrounding the Queen. ‘We want this age to 
usher in an era of peace... .” Mr. Shinwell, surprisingly, did not 
even approve of the choice of the only commoner in the list, who 
appears at the top: “To carry the Union Standard ... Captain 
J. L. M. Dymoke.” Captain John Lindley Marmion Dymoke, de- 
scribed as “a slim 26-year-old bespectacled bachelor,” was adjudged 
by the Court of Claims to be the 34th hereditary Queen’s Cham- 
pion. This is because he is head of the Dymoke family, and holds 
the Manor of Scrivelsby in Lincolnshire. The claim was first as- 
serted by Sir John Dymoke at the coronation of Richard II in 1377. 
The other function of the King’s Champion was to appear fully 
armed on horseback at the coronation banquet and challenge to 
personal combat anyone who disputed the king’s right to the 
crown.

They 
are the Duke of Norfolk, 45, hereditary Earl Marshal, and the 
Right Honorable David Eccles, 49, Her Majesty’s Minister of 
Works. David Eccles, among other gifts, has a pretty turn of 
phrase, and he distinguished the Masters thus: 

“The Earl Marshal is the producer—I am the stage manager: He 
deals with pers I (mainly) with things. I provide the seats in 
the Abbey: he decides who shall sit in them. Between us, as it were, 
we are presenting the ancient play of Hamlet—or shall we say Henry 
V, and our big problem is how far should we stick to the script?” 

Each, very sensibly, has done a bit of both. Bernard Marma- 
duke Fitzalan-Howard, Earl Marshal and Hereditary Marshal and 
Chief Butler of England, Premier Duke and Earl, Major Royal Sus- 
sex Regiment, member of the Jockey Club, is the 16th Duke of Nor- 
folk. His ancestors have held the office of Earl Marshal since 1483, 
in the reign of Richard III. He looks misleadingly a solid country- 
man (though that title probably would please him as well as his 
other). In action he is shrewd and can be sage. It is the Earl Mar- 
shal’s duty to make all preparations for coronations, royal wed- 
dings—and funerals. “What a century!” said the duke sadly. “I 
wonder what my father would have thought. He had two corona- 
tions and two funerals. After this I shall have had three funerals 
and two coronations. My grandfather had nothing at all to do.” 

About the procession the duke said suddenly, “I'll tell you one 
thing I've settled. No mechanization.” 

“No motors? Splendi id. “Anyhow they’d all blow up,” 
he said. “Two miles an hour—for five miles or more. The only 
thing is—we’re rather short of horses.” 

It will not be easy to produce enough horses. For the state 
coach four pairs of Windsor greys must be mustered. Then nearly 
20 coaches and carriages are needed for members of the royal fam- 
ily, Commonwealth leaders and foreign guests (the queen of Ton- 
ga, a tall magnificent figure, weighs 22 stone and may present spe- 

| problems). Mechanization” in the army has reduced the 
horse supply available for coronation duty from 6,000 in 1911 to 
about 1,000 in 1937 and about 550 now. But the brewers have 
come to the rescue, and the new procession of empire premiers, 
including Mr. Churchill, will be drawn by the brewers’ fine horses 
(the teetotallers have made no protest yet, but that may come). 
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Alternatives for poor peers | 


N times past, even in 1937, all peers of the realm (dukes, 
marquesses, earls, viscounts and barons) and all the members 
Parliament were summoned to the coronation ceremony. But 
ce then there have been many new “creations”—and' West- 
minster Abbey is still the same size, There are now about 925 peers 
and members of Parliament. If only half of them had wives 
that would mean seats, a big bite out of the 7,500 available.

not ialists are not well off. Months ago some whispered cries of 
help were heard from loyal but penurious peers.

Wounded noblemen wrote to the Times that the Earl Marshal was 
using them wrongly and rudely. “An ultimatum!” “The corona- 
tion,” one newspaper said, “is a political, as well as a religious act. 
Peers, bishops, and commoners are entitled to be there, to see 
that the sovereign takes the oath to govern ‘according to the 
statutes of Parliament.’ ” 

Nonetheless the ballot took place. Peers unsuccessful in the 
stately lottery will have four seats in a stand outside—two for 
money, and two, as the young things say—"‘for free.” 

It is, at the moment, not publicly known a) how many peers 
will be seated in the Abbey, or b) whether the Commons will have 
a ballot as well. Members of Parliament who attend will have to 
wear court dress, and to hire court dress from the celebrated Moss 
Bros. will cost them at least $23.

“A baron: two rows of ermine tails

“An earl; three rows 

“A marquess: three rows and a half 

“A duke: four rows 

“The coronet of a peer is to be of silver gilt, the cap of crimson 
velvet turned up with erraine, with a golden tassel on the top, the 
circlet having on its rim, in the case of: 

“A baron: six silver balls on the rim of equal size and at equal 
distance 

"A count: 16 silver balls on the rim all of equal size 

“A duke: eight golden strawberry leaves, very slightly raised, 
and all of equal height.” 

Ede and Ravenscroft, the famous tailors in Chancery Lane, 
provide a baron with « Robe of State in five qualities f 
guineas to 401 guineas ($225 to $1,180), the top quality being “all 
ermine” and as good as they can make them. A coronet will 
cost him ($1 50 or (in metal gilt) $105. "There is no shortage of 
coronets,” said E & R. “Peers below the rank of earl” who have 
no coronet may wear a cap of state instead. 

As “alternatives,” peers n wear mantles of orders of knight- 
hood, or Parliament ro over evening dress (knee breeches, 
optional). Parliament robes are of scarlet cloth—the Robes of 
State of crimson velvet. They may also wear court dress or even 
ordinary evening dress but few, it is thought, will sink so low. 


The kirtle comes and goes 


HE peeresses, too, for the first time since the reign of Queen 
Anne, have been granted a cheaper but still charming “alterna- 

tive.” The full Robe of State, with coronet and kirtle (one of the 
delightful things is that old forgotten words like kirtle have come 
back to us all), “consists of a mantle of crimson velvet with a train, 
the whole edged with a band of miniver pure, and having a cape also 
of miniver pure with rows or bars of ermine tails (or the like) as fol- 
lows:” (This is all very like the army. The expert in the brilliant 
Abbey will be able to tell one peeress from another as easily as 
we distinguish a corporal or sergeant, not by her stripes but by 
her train and her “tails.”) 

“A baroness: the train three feet . . . the edging of miniver 
pure two inches, and the cape to have two rows of ermine tails. . .. 

“A countess: the train a yard and a half, the edging three 
inches, and three rows of ermine tails. . . . 

“A duchess: the train two yards, the edging five inches in breadth 
and the cape to have four rows of ermine tails.” 

(A duke, you will remember, has four rows of ermine tails too.

This wondrous rig would cost today about $560. But the official 
“alternative,” an elegant garment of crimson velvet, worn over 
court dress, without sleeves and with a cape collar of miniver pure 
and a train of 18 inches in length on the ground, will cost no more 
than $84-$112. Democracy is creeping in. The “alternative” was 
designed by Mr. Norman Hartnell, the Queen’s dressmaker.

When Mr. Churchill formed his government it was said that, 
here and there, he had put the right man in the wrong place. Here 
was the Right Honorable David Eccles, for example, who had new 
far-darting ideas, specialized in foreign trade and so forth, and, 
unlike most of us, knew the difference between Bretton Woods 
and Dunsinane—confined and wasted as the Minister of Works. 
But perhaps Mr. Churchill had given the appointment more 
thought than his critics. For the Ministry of Works is also in charge 
of the national museums, parks and pictures, and David Eccles is 
a man of artistic taste and discretion. So a turn of fate finds him, 
after all, the right man in the right place. 

The minister is properly excited about his task but modestly 
aware of its magnitude. “It’s a tricky problem,” he said, “how to 
combine majesty and gaiety with a religious theme running through 
it all. Some people forget that.” 

“How about cost?” I said. “Some foreign fellows are saying 
that needy Britain ought not to . 

The minister zather resented that. “Though we hope to do bet- 
ter than last time, in fact we're doing it ‘cheaper—considerin 
that everything now costs the earth—and more. In 1937 the bil 
was about £700,000. We shall not spend more than two and a half 
or three times that amount—say £2 million [$5.6 million]. I can’t 
be sure yet.

Despite Mr. Eccles’ assurances, the usual tales of cupidity and 
high charges are heard, but are difficult to check. We levy enter- 
tainment tax on those who let windows to view a royal funeral 

sion, and lucky property owners on the route will, it is said, 
for income tax as well. Selfridges nobly refused an offer 
of $280,000 for their windows. They will be used for their own 
staff. On the other hand a window in Piccadilly with room for six 
people is said to have been offered, through an agency, for $2,240, 
and a shop in Regent Street with window space for 30 people has 
let theirs for the day to a group of American businessmen for $2,775.

offered the only sound and sensible explanation I have heard. “Tt is 
for production,” he said. “In Derby week everyone goes mad— 
production is upset. In coronation week everyone will be-quite 
mad—no work at all. England is poor—she cannot afford to have 
two such weeks. So they put the two into one, It is good.” 

The Masters of the Scene, with all the high heralds and commis- 
sions and committees, with all the planners and designers, the 
poets and composers, with all the unseen humble folk who hammer 
and weave and stitch, with “all the Queen’s horses and all the 
Queen’s men,” the peers in their Robes of State, the humble in 
their “best,” will present, I believe, the show of the century. But 
it will be more than that. The Dean of Westminster has reminded 
us that “the central act of the whole ceremony is not the crown- 
ing, it is the anointing of the sovereign. All these symbolic rites 
that follow the anointing, such as the ; girding with the sword and 
the presentation of the orb and the ring, culminating in the act of 
coronation itself, are outward and visible signs, charged with in- 
ward.and spiritual meaning, and may therefore be truly said to 
be sacramental in intention.” I reminded Minister Eccles of the 
Dean’s words and of a good sentence about the Abbey scene in one 
of his own speeches to the press: “The tradition and ceremony are 
inherited from the past and must be scrupulously preserved, but 
it is our duty to express in color and design the age we live in and 
the Queen who is to be crowned.” 

“I know,” he said. “But that doesn’t mean that, outside, we 
want another Coney Island. We must have an appropriate tone.” 

Not until the Queen has been invested with all of the emblems 
of royalty and has been presented with the Bible is she “lifted up” 
into her Throne. The Queen is certainly alive to the inward sig- 
nificance of the sacred rites in which she will be the central figure. 
And so, outside, there will be more than gaiety and gaudiness in the 
flags and flowers, the silk and satin, the lights and the fireworks, 
the city dinner and the village tea. All these (though no one will 
say a word about it) will be for most of us “outward and visible 
signs.” The Queen, in her Christmas broadcast, asked us movingly 

“to pray for me.” We shall, you may be sure, and we shall pray 
for ourselves as well: that we may raise ourselves, and help to 
raise the world, out of the doubts and dangers that encircle us all; 
that whatever Shakespeare said, there may prove to be something 
in a name; that, not by logic, or luck, but faith and works, we may 
find true virtue and vigor in the reign of Elizabeth, 

As the archbishop proceeds to place the crown on Her Majesty’s 
head, the white-gloved arms of the peeresses sway up, all togeth 
like the necks of well-drilled swans, and there is a coronet on 
every glossy head behind the glittering tiara. At so rare a flourish 
of youth and beauty, of loyalty and noble blood, who will count 
the cost—who will say that aristocracy and pageantry exist in vain?

Henry Ford said, “Go!” 


On a hot August morning, forty years 
ago, a young Ford foreman tossed a heavy 
rope over his shoulder and turned to get 
the signal from the boss, a slim, smiling 
man with a stopwatch in hand. “Go!” 
called Henry Ford. 

lhe foreman heaved on the rope, pull- 
ing a Model T chassis slowly along the 
factory floor. Six men marched behind 
him, three on each side of the frame. 

Those 1913 workmen did not know 
they were marching into history. They 
were doing a new and exciting job—but 
they did not know that at that moment 
they were remaking the way the whole 
world had worked for centuries. 

‘They walked beside the frame of the 
car, picking up parts from carefully placed 
piles, slapping them into place, bolting 
and screwing them together.

Many U.S. colleges, troubled by the arguments over technical vs. liberal 
education, straddle the issue by trying to supply enough of both kin¢ 
Hamilton College in Clinton, N.Y. is untroubled by the conflict: it 
unqualifiedly and one-sidedly for the liberal education. A college, insists 
Hamilton, is not a place to learn vocational skills. It is a place to train 
a man’s mind, awaken his intellectual curiosity and teach him to judge 
not only his fellow man but himself. 

Hamilton’s brand of education is based on the liberal arts—a study 
of the ageless subjects like philosophy, literature and the natural sci- 
ences. Founded in 1792 by a missionary to the Oneida Indians named 
Samuel Kirkland, and named for Alexander Hamilton, whose statue 
stands before the stately old college chapel (above, left), it is today the 
quintessence of the quiet “college on the hill,” its peaceful rolling 


campus sheltered by towering elms and dotted with staid classroom 
buildings. Hamilton is small (545 students) and hopes to remain so, be- 
lieving that bi; tends to destroy the informal give-and-take (above, 
right) under which scholarship and earnest teaching thrive. Against the 
charge that a liberal education is a waste of time, Hamiltonians point to 
such eminent and varied graduates as onetime Secretary of State Elihu 
Root, Critic Alexander Woollcott, Poet Ezra Pound and New York’s Sen- 
ator Irving Ives. To the added charge that its secluded campus is an ivory 
tower Hamilton happily pleads guil its president, Robert W. Me- 
Ewen, “We are in danger of deciding issues by parades and tele 
grams, The function of the scholar is not to come down out of the ivory 
tower and join the parade, but to speak firmly, from the vantage point of 
the ivory tower, in the light of the perspective which he should possess.”

STALIN'S SECRETS: PART IV 


THE MAN HIMSELF 


Mystery of his young wife’s death and macabre funeral... Foul language and favorite jokes... 
Close calls for Molotov and Vishinsky ... His bodyguard’s stories ... The future of Malenkov 
by ALEXANDER ORLOV 


This is the concluding instalment of a series by a former general of the 
Soviet secret police. The previous articles provided the first behind-the- 
scenes account the world has had of Stalin’s climb to absolute power via 
the Moscow trials of the 30s. Now the author records new material on the 
personality of the man himself and his entourage. These articles will be 
incorporated in a book tentatively entitled Stalin’s Secrets. 


OST of the Soviet people first learned of the existence of a wom- 

an named Nadezhda Alliluyeva when she died in November 1932 
and her body was carried through the streets of Moscow in a grandi- 
ose procession which recalled the Russian Czarinas’ funet Stalin 
had married Nadezhda Alliluyeva in 1919. She was then 17, he was 
40. She was only 30 at the time of her death. Everybody wondered 
what she died of, but Stalin made no public announcement. Conse- 
quently the foreign journalists in Moscow, left to their own devices, 
transmitted abroad two rumors which were then circulating in the 
Russian capital: that Alliluyeva had been killed in an automobile 
accident or that she had died of appendicitis. 
Only considerably later did Stalin put into circulation a version of 
his own, according to which his wife Nadezhda had fallen sick, recov- 
ered and then, despite the warnings of her physicians, had left the 
house too soon, so that she suffered a recurrence of her illness and died. 
Why did not Stalin simply say that his wife had fallen sick and 
died, without elaborating on it in detail? Because half an hour before 
her death, Alliluyeva had been seen, alive and healthy, by about a 


hundred Soviet dignitaries and their wives who attended a concert 
in the Kremlin. 

What was the real cause of Alliluyeva’s death? In the NKVD two 
stories circulated: one, accepted as the official version, was that 
Alliluyeva had shot herself; the other, told in whispers, was that 
‘alin had shot her. 
er who was on duty at the dictator's apartment on the 
fatal night told me this: Soon after Stalin and his wife returned home 
from the concert a shot was heard from the bedroom. “When we 
rushed in,” he said, “she was lying on the floor in a black silk eve- 
ning dress. A pistol was on the floor.” We can be sure that a pistol 
shot killed her. Who fired that shot, I cannot prove, but I am in- 
clined to think that she did. 

In the NKVD it was no secret that Stalin got along badly with 
Alliluyeva. He habitually used in her presence the kind of foul lan- 
guage and told the kind of obscene jokes that no self-respecting wom- 
an can tolerate from anybody. Her humiliation was especially pain- 
ful when he behaved boorishly in the presence of guests at dinner or 
at drinking parties. Alliluyeva’s timid attempts to stop him pro- 
yoked angry stares from him and, when he was drunk, the grossest 
kind of Russian curses. 

Alliluyeva was a woman of spirit and disliked being idle. In 1929, 
when the Communist youth and the best elements of the Party were 
going into factories to help speed up industrialization of the country, 
Alliluyeva expressed a desire to enroll at a technical school and learn 
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some skill. Stalin at first refused permission but finally gave in. She 
chose textiles and began to study the production of viscose. Na- 
dezhda Alliluyeva was happy to have broken out of the stale atmos- 
phere of the Kremlin, to meet people and life. 

She was shocked by what she learned. She discovered that the 
children and wives of workers had recently been deprived of food ra- 
tions. She was told that thousands of Soviet girls were being forced 
into prostitution to keep themselves and their parents from starva- 
tion. From students who had been sent into the rural districts to 
help carry out the collectivization program Alliluyeva heard the hor- 
rible truth of the mass executions and deportations of peasants, of 
famine in the Ukraine. of bands of orphaned children wandering 
along the roads begging for bread 

Alliluyeva was particularly shaken by two students back from the 
Ukraine who told her that in the worst famine districts eases of ean- 
lism had been discovered and that they themselves had helped 
arrest two brothers caught trying to sell the dissected body of a man. 
Alliluyeva repeated this report to Stalin and his chief bodyguard, 
Pauker. Stalin answered with a volley of the foulest language, warned 
his wife that he would not let her attend school any more and or- 
dered Pauker to arrest the two students. 

About three months after Alliluyeva’s death, I attended a party 
given by Pauker, The conversation touched on the dead woman and 
somebody remarked that she had al- 
ways been modest and very meek. 

“Meek?” Pauker.said sarcastically. 
“Then you didn’t know her. She was 
a peppery woman! I wish you had seen 
how she flared up once and shouted 
at him straight to his face! "You are a 
tormentor, that’s what you are! You 
torment your own son, you torment 
your wife, you torment the whole Rus- 
sian people!’ ” 

Alliluyeva had no aving her 
despotic husband. For her it was not a 
marriage but a trap. Whether she shot 
herself or was shot, death was her only 
escape from his crude attacks on her 
self-respect. 

It was the Communist custom to 
cremate the dead, but the body of Alli- 
luyeva was buried in a cemetery in the 
old way. St ordered NKVD Chief 
Yagoda to organize a pompous procession to the ancient and aristo- 
cratic cemetery of the New Maidens’ Monastery. Stalin said he 
would march behind the bier the whole way from Red Square, a 
distance of about seven kilometers. 

Knowing that Stalin never took the slightest personal risk, Yagoda 
could not believe what he heard. Nevertheless he mobilized all officers 
of the NKVD and the militia in Moscow and called in thousands of 
secret police from other cities. The route of the procession was put 
under martial law. In every house along the way an officer was sta 
tioned to keep the tenants in the rear rooms. Special observers were 
placed on the roofs 

‘The funeral procession set out from Red Square at 3 o’clock with 
Stalin walking behind the bier as he had said he would. But after 10 
minutes he and Pauker abruptly stepped out of line, got into an auto- 
mobile that had been waiting and drove by a circuitous road to the 
monastery to await the procession. 

Nadezhda had a brother, Paul Alliluyev, who moved into the Krem- 
lin with his sister and new brother-in-law in 1919. I myself met Paul 
Alliluyev for the first time early in 1929 at the Soviet Trade Delega- 
tion in Berlin, where he had been sent to supervise the inspection cf 
airplanes, aviation motors and other kinds of military equipment 
being purchased in Germany. Only a handful of leading officials in the 
large Soviet colony in Germany knew that he was the brother of 
Stalin’s wife. 

Paul and I worked closely together for more than two years. I 
recall how surprised I was, when he first entered my office, by 
amazing resemblance to his sister. He had the same sad Oriental eyes 
and the same handsome face. With the passage of time I became 
aware that he possessed the same high moral qualities which people 
used to remark in his sister: he was honest, sincere and unusually 
modest. In the time we worked together I had many conversations 
ith him on various subjects and about many people, but rarely about 
Stalin. We parted in 1931 when I was transferred to Moscow. In the 
course of the next several years I saw little of him because when 
I was in Moscow he was on a mission abroad or vice versa. 

In 1936 Paul became Commissar of the Tank Forces of the Red

At the end of January 1937, when I was in Spain, I received a 
very warm letter from Paul, congratulating me on having received the 
highest decoration of the Soviet Union, the Order of Lenin. In a 
postscript which I found ominous he wrote that he would be glad to 
work with me again and suggested I ask Moscow to have him assigned 
to me in Spain. 

In the fall of 1937 on one of my trips to Paris I visited the Inter- 
national Exhibition and dropped in at the Soviet pavilion. While L 
was looking over the exhibits I suddenly felt someone clasp me from 
behind. I turned eoea and there was Paul's smiling face. “What are 
you doing in Paris?” I asked in surprise. ‘They sent me to work at 
the exhibition,” rhe replied with a wry smile and named the insi 
nificant position he held at the Soviet pavilion. 

I had been invited to dinner that evening by the NKVD Resident 
in France. I jotted down the address of the restaurant for Paul and 
asked him to join us. 

When I arrived at the restaurant Paul was already waiting for me. 
I was surprised that the Resident did not know him, and | introduced 
them. Toward the end of the dinner Paul absented himself for several 
minutes. The Resident took advantage of this opportunity to whisper 
to me, “Had I known that you would bring him here, I would have 
warned you. We have an order to keep him under surveillance.” | 
was stunned. 

After dinner Paul and I took a walk along the bank of the Se 
I asked him how it happened that he had been sent to work at the 
hibition. “Quite simple. They want to move me farther away from 
Moscow,” he said bitterly. Then he looked at me closely and asked, 
“You have heard nothing about me?” 

I said nothing. 

“In the last years many changes have taken place. You probably 
know how my sister died?” I nodded. “Well, since then he has stopped 
receiving me.” 

We talked a great deal that night. When we parted day was breaking. 
That conversation with Paul was extremely valuable to me not only 
because I learned many new facts from him but because it gaye me a 
chance to check the truth of stories I had heard from others. 

I never saw Paul again. In 1939, after I left the Soviets, I passed a 
newspaper stand which displayed a Russian newspaper, either [svestia 
or Pravda, I forget which. I bought the paper and there in the street 
began to look through it. On one of the last pages my eye was caught

Vishinsky harassed, Vishinsky triumphant 


MAN I knew who still lives is Andrei Vishinsky, who struts 

importantly these days as permanent .R, representative 
to the U.N. Not knowing the hidden facts of the Moscow trials, 
world opinion inclined to regard Prosecutor Vishinsky as one of 
the chief architects of those judicial frame-ups, a man who had 
considerable influence upon the fate of the arrested Bolsheviks. 
In reality Vishinsky’s role was far less significant. 
hinsky did know that the defendants were innocent of the 
confessed to. He knew this because as an experienced 
prosecutor he could not help see that their confessions were not 
supported by any evidence and also because the NKVD chiefs 
were obliged to disclose to him the weak points of their case so 
that he might carefully avoid them in court. 

But that was all Vishinsky knew. The basic secrets were kept 
from him. None of the NKVD chiefs had the right to tell Vishinsky 
anything about the directives from Stalin, about their investigat- 
ing procedures, or about the negotiations which Stalin personally 
conducted with some of the principal defendants. Vishinsky had 
no influence whatsoever upon the fate of the defendants and did 
not know beforehand what their punishment would be. 

At the trials Vishinsky took unfeigned delight in trampling on 
what remained of the human dignity of Stalin’s victims. He was 
settling not only Stalin’s old scores with them but his own as well. 
Vishinsky had gone through some harrowing experiences at the 
hands of the old Bolsheviks, and as long as they continued to hi 
influence in the Party he would remain a pariah. I know this by 
cause Vishinsky and I were fellow prosecutors of the Supre 
Court for a time and were members of the same Party cell. 

I worked as a Supreme Court prosecutor quite a while before 
Vishinsky made his appearance there. At that time the court con- 
sisted almost exclusively of venerated old Bolsheviks and friends 
of Lenin—men like Nikolai Krylenko, the first Soviet C 
in Chief; Aaron Soltz, the leader of the Central Control Commis: 
sion of the Party; and Alexander Galkin, the president of the hi, 
est court of appeals. Their characteristic traits were extreme mod- 
esty and simplicity. They dressed poorly and limited themselves 
to scanty food rations. 
that Vishinsky appeared as a prosecutor at the 
Judicial Collegium of the Supreme Court. Amid those unsophisti- 
cated, modest and natural people, Vishinsky looked out of place, 
i was dandyish and ceremonious in his greetings and handshak- 
ing. His mannerisms made him resemble a Czarist official, not a 
rev alationary. Nevertheless he tried hard to establish friendly re- 
lations with the other members of the court. 

The prosecutors and judges met daily for tea after the morning 
session. Interesting conversations often took place at these gath- 
erings, but when Vishinsky entered the room the talk would cease. 
He soon stopped coming to our gatherings. 

One day when we were sitting over our tea the door opened 
slightly and Vishinsky peeped in. Everyone stared at him. He 


ne 


quickly closed the door again. “I cannot stomach him!” Galkin 
said with a grimace of disgust. Why?” I asked. “A Menshevik,” 
explained Nikolai Nemtsoy, who sat beside me. “Up to 1920 he 
was still making up his mind whether to grant recognition to the 
Soviets or not. 

“There is no great harm in his being a Menshevik,” Galkin said. 
“Many Mensheviks came over to our side and do good work, but 
that man is simply a disgusting careerist.” 

The old Bolsheviks could easily have reconciled themselves to 
the fact that Vishinsky had been a Menshevik. What they could not 
forgive was that after the Revolution had triumphed he still waited 
through three long years of civil war before applying for member- 
ship in the Communist Party. 

The year Vishinsky came to the 
was proclaimed. This meant that eve 
ined to determine whether he deserved to remain in the Party. In 
my own Party cell, for example, the Control Commission called us 
all in, one at a time. After several questions our Party cards were 
returned to us. Those of us who had gone through the examination 
sat outside the commission’s room and chatted for a bit. We were 
sitting there when Vishinsky’s turn came. It was an anxious ex- 
perience for him because he had been expelled at a previous Party 
purge two years before and had had great difficulty getting himself 
reinstated a year later. 

Half an hour passed, then an hour, and still Vishinsky did not 
come out. When he emerged finally he was red as a lobster and ob- 
viously very agitated. The commission withheld his Party card, 
which meant that he was expelled again. Vishinsky did not say 
what had taken place inside. He withdrew to the other end of the 
hall and began to pace the floor. 

The next day one of our secretaries burst into the courtroom 
with the news that Vishinsky was weeping hysterically in the office 
f Judge Soltz, and that the startled old man had come out te 
er for him. 
nltz’s friends called him the “conscience of the Party” bec: 
he directed the work of the Central Control Commission, the h 
Party court in the land. Soltz’s responsive and sympathetic heart 
saved Vishinsky. He talked the matter over with the other members 
of the Control Commission and they returned Vishinsky’s Party 
card to him. Several days later, when Soltz joined us for tea, Galkin 
took him to task for interceding on Vishinsky’s behalf. Soltz smiled 
guiltily and said, “What do you want of him? The fellow tries to do 
his best. He works; give hima chance. Men are not born Bolsheviks, 
they become Bolsheviks. If he doesn’t measure up, we shall expel 
him again.” 

Thirteen years later, in July 1936, I was in the NKVD building, 
walking to my office, when I saw old Galkin again. Accompanied by 
prison guards he was coming out of Boris Berman’s office—arrest- 
ed! It dumbfounded me to see the venerable judge in such straits. 
I went into Berman’s office and asked him to do everything he could 
for Galkin. From Berman I learned that Galkin had been arrested 
on the basis of a denunciation made by Vishinsky.

Molotov between life and death 


NOTHER man still prominent in Soviet affairs but who once had 
troubles I know about was V. M. Molotov. It happened during 
the first Moscow trial. Among the initiated a furor was caused 
when the defendants’ confessions failed to list Molotov among 
those whom they were supposedly plotting to assassinate, although 
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MOLOTOV IN DISGRACE looks anxiously around the railroad station 
from which he is leaving for a vacation in the south, In previous years Stalin

he was second only to Stalin in the Party and was the head of the 
Soviet government. 

is is the story. At the beginning of the investigation the 
NKVD inquisitors were ordered to wring from the arrested Bolshe- 
viks a confession that they had been preparing terrorist acts against 
all other members of the Politburo. Defendant Reingold actually 
sign deposition that included Molotoy as an intended victim 
But when Reingold’s interrogation was presented to Stalin for ap- 
proval he struck out with his own hand Molotoy’s name. 

The NKVD chiefs concluded that Stalin had decided to get rid 
of Molotoy. They expected that they would see him in the dock 
with the others. 

Soon after, Molotov went south on vacation, His sudden de- 
parture was interpreted as another act of the drama. We knew 
that Stalin was sensitive about having a People’s Commissar or 
a member of the Politburo arrested while on the job. Before 
placing such a high dignitary under arrest Stalin would either 
send him on yacation or announce in the press that he had 
been given a new assignment. 

On the day of Molotoy’s departure Stalin did not go to the rail 
way station to see him off, as he had done in previous years. | 
was not surprised. But I was astonished to learn that alter the 
southern express had departed, the head of the NKVD sent Molo- 
tov a message informing him that Stalin had gone to the station 
but was late and missed the train, I decided that Stalin was lying 
simply to allay any fears Molotov might—indeed should—have had 
Stalin kept Molo: suspended between life and death for a 
period of six weeks. Finally the dictator must have decided that lie 
needed Molotoy. Among the mediocre and poorly educated bureau. 
crats with whom Stalin had filled the Politburo, Molotov was the 
only one distinguished by ability. He pulled a heavy load of yoy- 
ernment cho 
to the confusion of the NKVD soothsayers, Molotoy re- 
turt from yacation to resume his duties as chairman of the 
Council of People’s Commissars. His period of disgrace had ended. 
but his name was not restored to the list of those whom the accused 
Bolsheviks allegedly intended to murder. Time was too short for 
that. The trial had already been postponed several times and it was 
too late to rewrite all the interrogation records. 

However, at the second and the third trials which followed lat 
his name was included as a man to be murdered, right after Stalin's. 


Bodyguard, barber and clown 


V. PAUKER was a Hungarian. In the First World War he had 
been drafted into the Austro-Hungarian army and taken prison- 
er by the Russians in 1916. After the revolution he was in no 
hurry to be repatriated. In Budapest he had been a barber for an 
operetta company and he felt that he might do better in Russia. 
Pauker had a real talent for comic acting. It showed itself in his 
imitations of his chiefs and in his storytelling. I myself.thought he 
particularly good as a clown. His appearance was remarkable 
for an almost indecently red, sensuous mouth and sultry dark eyes 
with which he could look at his chiefs with an expression of dog- 
like devotion. With this small baggage Pauker lowered his little 
boat into the stormy ocean of the revolution. 
Pauker joined the Communist Party and was assigned to the

secret police. Here he became a barber and personal attendant 
to an official named Menzhinsky, who came of a prominent fam- 
ily of Czarist civil servants and knew how to appreciate a good 
lackey. After Lenin died Menzhinsky put Pauker in as head of 
the bodyguard which protected Stalls ad ihe other cacanbérd 
of the Politburo. 

Lenin’s personal guard at first consisted of two men. After he 
was wounded by the terr Dora Kaplan, the number was in- 
creased to four. But when Stalin seized power, he created a secret 
guard of several thousand men. Pauker learned to direct these 
troops with great skill. He soon became an intimate of the Polit- 
buro members. He concentrated in his hands the business of sup- 
plying, them with food, clothing, automobiles and country estates. 

stimulated their appetites with the newest products from 
abroad. He imported the latest models of automobiles, pedigreed 
dogs, wines and radio sets: for the wives he got dresses from Paris, 
silks and perfumes; for the children he bought expensive toys. 
Pauker became a Santa Claus who worked all the year round. 

High Soviet officials found they had to reckon with Pauker as 
the man who knew their private lives, including many intimate 
details incompatible with the prestige of leaders of the interna- 
tional proletariat. Voroshilov, for example, could not hide from 
Pauker the fact that his additional villa, the third built for him, 
was intended for a new balle Every stormy family squabble 
between a Politburo member and his wife took place before the 
of service personnel and guards Seine by Pauker. No mat- 
ter how the Politburo puffed up and draped themselves in the robes 
of supermen, they knew that they stood stark naked before Pauker. 

Pauker made himself very popular with Stalin. Observing that 
Stalin ate quantities of coarse Russian herring, he imported supe- 
rior varieties. Russian vodka goes well with herring and Pauker 
became Stalin’s constant drinking companion. Having observed 
that Stalin enjoyed obscene jokes and anti-Semitic anecdotes, 
Pauker took care always to have a fresh supply of the most vulgar 
variety on hand. He told these with great skill and Stalin, who was 
noted for his sullen disposition, would laugh heartily. 

From the attentive way Stalin looked at himself in the mirror 
while combing his hair and from the painstaking way he smoothed 
his mustache, Pauker gathered that his master was far from being 
indifferent to his appearance. He saw that Stalin used heel pads in 
his boots in order to look taller, so he ordered special boots for him 
with unusually high lifts inside to.give him an extra inch and a 
half, He also put a small wooden slab on the mausoleum of Lenin, 
so Stalin could stand on it when reviewing parades and gain two 
inches more. No wonder few people knew Stalin was only 5 feet 4. 

As a former barber Pauker took to shaving Stalin. Before that 
Stalin was always poorly shaven. His face was pitted with small- 
pox scars, and the safety razor he used on himself would leave tiny 
hairy areas. Pauker became the first man with a sharp razor in his 
hand to whom the dictator was not afraid to submit his throat. 

Stalin rewarded Pauker generously for his services. He gave him 
two automobiles (a Lincoln roadster and a Cadillae limousine), 
bestowed on him six decorations including the Order of Lenin. 
But all that did not make Pauker completely happy. He often com- 
plained to his friends that he had no personal life, not a free min- 
ute for himself. Whenever Stalin needed him, day or night, Pau- 
ker had to be present. Whatever happened in Moscow—a railway 
accident or a fire, the sudden death of a member of the govern- 
ment or a landslide in the newly built subway—Pauker’s men had 
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TRUSTED BODYGUARD Pauker was the first man Stalin allowed to shave 
him—a difficult task because Stalin's face was hadly pitted by smallpox scars.

to be the first at the scene so that their chief could give the dicta- 
tor a prompt and accurate account. 

Pauker’s chores included all kinds of special operations. One 
evening in 1927, while Stalin was enjoying a drink with him, news 
came that Chiang Kai-shek, who had been cooperating with the 
Soviets, had suddenly begun to make mass arrests of Chinese 
Communists and that the premises of the Soviet embassy in Pe- 
king had been invaded. Crying out against Chiang’s treach Sti 
lin ordered Pauker to arrest all Chinese living in Moscow. 

Pauker rushed to carry out the order. He mobilized all the offi- 
cers of the NKVD he could find and spent a long night making 
arrests, beginning with the owners of laundries and ending with 
an old professor who taught the Chinese language at the Military 
‘Academy. 

In the morning Pauker reported. Stalin ate breakfast while lis- 
tening to descriptions of the operation and laughed heartily at 
Pauker’s imitations of the frightened Chinese and their funny 
pronunciation. 

Several hours later, while Pauker was catching up on his sleep 
in his office, Stalin’s secretary telephoned and said that the boss 
wanted to see him. One of the leaders of the Comintern had called 
to find out whether Stalin knew that all the Chinese officials of the 
Comintern as well as the Chinese students of the Communist Uni- 
versity for the Toilers of the East had been arrested. 

In Stalin’s office there then took plaee the following scene, 
which Pauker described to me himself. 

“Have you arrested all the Chinese?” Stalin inquired. 

Pauker replied that he thought that he had not missed a single 
Chinese soul. 

“Are you sure of that’ 


” Stalin asked. 


“Quite sure,” Pauker answered. 
“And did you get the officials of the Comintern and the Chi- 
nese students?” 


“Of course, Josef Vissarionovich,” Pauker said. “I got all of 


them out of bed. . 

Before he could 
slap in the face. 
immediately.” 

Pauker darted out as if scalded. 

Pauker was a very sociable and effusive fellow. He could not re- 
frain from telling his friends various details of Stalin’s private life. 
I always had the impression that Pauker did not realize that the 
things he said were damaging to Stalin. He worshipped Stalin so 
blindly and was so awed by his limitless power that he could not 
imagine that Stalin's actions could be measured with an ordinary 
yardstick for the purpose of classifying them good or evil. Pauker 
accepted everything that came from Stalin with the same finality 
that people accept the immutable laws of nature. 

One of Pauker’s most revealing stories had to do with an inti- 
mate banquet Stalin arranged for the chiefs of the NKVD on the 
20th of December, 1936, the anniversary of the founding of the 
Soviet secret police. Pauker was among the guests and when every- 
one was fairly drunk he put on an impromptu comedy act. Sup- 
ported by two comrades in the role of prison wardens, Pauker por- 
trayed Zinoviev being led into the NKVD cellar for execution.

Hanging helplessly on the arms of the wardens, “Zinoviev” 
dragged his feet, moaned and looked around with eyes wild with 
fear. In the middle of the room he fell on ‘his knees, embraced the 
boot of one of the wardens, and cried out in anguish, “Please, for 
God’s sake, comrade, call up Josef Vissarionovich [Stalin]! 

Stalin roared with laughter. When they saw how he enjoyed the 
scene, the guests asked Pauker to repeat it. Pauker obliged. Stalin 
laughed so hard he had to hold his belly with his hands. When 
Pauker came to his climax, he introduced a new stunt: he raised 
his hands to heaven and screamed an imitation of the Jewish 
prayer, “Hear, Israel, our God is the only God.” Stalin could no 
longer bear it. He was choking with laughter as he signaled to 
stop the performance. 

Pauker always had anecdotes to tell of Stalin on vacations, 
which he usually spent at his villa near Sochi on the Black Sea. 
One year he took a trip along the coast and stopped for several 
days at one of the government villas, where the Soviet Republic of 
Georgia gave a sumptuous banquet in his honor. Among the nu- 
merous national dishes served was one made of tiny fish. As a 
Georgia-born connoisseur of this kind of food, Stalin praised the 
dish but went on to remark wistfully that such and such a fish was 
even better if prepared in a certain way. Thereupon Pauker swore 
that the kind of fish Stalin wanted would be on the table at their 
next dinner. One of the Georgian guests, however, said that he 
doubted it could be done because at that time of the year this spe- 
cies stayed at the bottom of the lake. 

That night Pauker sent a group of guards and several Georgians 
out to the mountains where there was a small lake known to be 
teeming with fish. They took a box of hand grenades with them and 
at dawn the neighboring village was awakened by rumbling explo- 
sions. The inhabitants of the village, who made their living from 
the lake, came running. Thousands of dead and stunned fish float- 
ed on the surface. Pauker’s men, in boats and on the shore, were 
peering into the water, looking for Stalin’s favorite fish. 

‘The villagers, infuriated by this wanton destruction, demanded 
that the plunderers leave. The chairman of the e Soviet came 
forward and explained that the lake was the vill: oily sources 
subsistence. Stalin’s men paid no attention and continued to throw 
grenades into the water. 

The villagers decided to fight for their property. Some ran back 
to the village and returned with pitchforks and fowlingpieces. How- 
ever, it did not come to shooting. After a brief hand-to-hand skir- 
mish the Stalin forces withdrew, carrying a basket of fish in which 
there proved to be only two of the kind their master pined for. 

Back at the villa one of Pauker’s men showed a badly scratched 
face, another a black eye. Stalin was told what had happened. In a 
great rage he ordered all the able-bodied men and women of the vil- 
lage arrested and deported “for rebellion” against the Soviet gov- 
ernment. “We will show them whose lake it is!” he shouted. 


Story of a dog 


N another vacation at Sochi, Pauker had to be away from the 
villa overnight when he went to nearby Gagry to inspect a new 
Tuxurious villa which Beria, then ch of the Transcaucas 
NKVD and now Number 2 in the post-Stalin government, was hav- 
ing built for Stalin as a gift from the Georgian republic. When 
Pauker-returned the next day. he learned that during his absence 
the following incident had taken place: 

In the night Stalin was roused from his sleep by a dog howling. 
He went to the window and asked the guard outside, “Whose dog 
is that?

“He's been taken away to Gagry,” the guard said. He exolained 
that it was an Alsatian dog especially trained to guide the blind, 
that it had been brought from Germany by an official of the Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of Agriculture for his blind father, an oli Bol- 
shevik, and that the old man and his dog had both been taken away. 

Stalin was furious. “Bring them back here at once!” he screamed. 

The frightened guard communicated immediately by phone with 
the NKVD posts along the road to Gagry and the old man and his 
dog were brought to Stalin’s villa. Stalin was informed and came 
out into the garden.

said. ‘Take the dog into the park and shoot it.” The dog bristled 
and snarled when the guards approached so they ordered the old 
man to follow them with the animal. Stalin waited outside until 
he heard two shots. 

Pauker served as Stalin’s chief bodyguard for at least 15 years. 
Then in July 1937 news reached us abroad that he had been dis- 
missed. I was inclined to think that Stalin would have mercy on 
the man who had successfully guarded his life for so many years 
and to whom he was bound so closely by friendship and vice. But 
I was foolish to expect sentiment from Stalin. In March 1938 
Yagoda declared at the third Moscow trial that Pauker had been a 
German spy and then I knew that he was no longer alive. 


What lies ahead for Russia? 


OT long after Pauker’s end I broke with Stalin and escaped 
from Spain with my wife and daughter. I came to America 
where I have been living secretly ever since. 

Nearly two months ago the Soviet Union and the rest of the 
world were shaken by the tremendous news of Stalin’s death. OF 
his successor, Georgi Malenkoy, I can say that he did not impress 
me overly much when I met him years ago. He struck me as a mere 
Party functionary, a man without a revolutionary past and lacking 
the qualities one would look for in the leader of a state. 

Why did Stalin pick Malenkoy, passing over Vyacheslav Molo- 
tov, his natural successor? I believe that Stalin’s failure to pick 
Molotov was motivated not so much by considerations of state as 
by a feeling that Malenkov could be depended on to watch over 
Stalin’s son and daughter. 

Whatever Stalin’s reason for selecting him, we can be certain 
that Malenkov has much to fear inside and outside the Kremlin 
today: the men around him, the masses of the people and, not 
least, the Red generals. Malenkov knows from his predecessor's 
bloody example that he must crush his rivals, betray his friends 
and terrorize the population. The inevitable purge will come. I be- 
lieve that the recently announced amnesty for certain classes of 
prisoners means that the regime is clearing out the prisons to make 
room for new victims. 

One of the first men to fall will probably be Molotoy. He has too 
long been regarded in Russia as the Number 2 man after Stalin 
and would be a logical center for the opposition. It is significant 
that Molotov has been made foreign minister in the new govern- 
ment, a post which cuts him off from all the levers of power within 
the country. If Malenkov follows the pattern of Stalin, his next 
step could well be a fourth Moscow trial with Molotoy confessing 
that he too conspired with the West against the Soviet Union. 

Malenkoy will certainly not want to go to war before he has con- 
solidated his power. To do so would place too much power in the 
hands of generals at the head of armies in the field. In peacetime 
the Red generals have no power: they are mere figureheads sub- 
servient to Defense Minister Bulganin and any one of them 
could be quietly eliminated by the secret police. It is better for 
Malenkoy to keep them in this position of weakness until he is 
sure of his own strength. Thus the West has been given a breath- 
ing spell—a short one perhaps but an opportunity to redress at 
last the balance of power.
